and the Navy have been accepting 
recruits who would be far more 
valuable to their country in a ci- 
‘vilian capacity,

But a great many authorities are 
reluctantly coming to the conclu- 
sion that, in time, it will be una- 
voidable. By the end of next year, 
according to present prophecies, a- 
bout 60,000,000 people will have to 
be engaged in the war effort in 
one way or another. The latest pre- 
diction is that we will have an 
armed force of 10,000,000 to 
13,000,000 men. ‘Their needs will be 
almost insatiable, So, the argument 
runs, every pair'of hands which can 
do any work at all will have to be 
used. And the only way to obtain 
maximum utilization of our man- 
power and womanpower through 
compulsion. .

Finally, remember that the “Stead- 
inegs” which helps you avoid blurred 
pictures means holding your camera 
absolutely still, If you can’t do that, 
place it én some firm support such 
as a tripod, a table, or a. fence, and 
don’t jar it when you are making 
exposures, With the camera empty, 
of course, practice relehsing the shut- 
ter with a smooth, eveu “squeeze” 
until you can make your exposures 
without jarring tha camera at all. 
That's the Slow, Sharp, and Steady 
way to photographic success.
